Plans for a proposed |1 mll- 

lioQ motel-convention center to 
be built here are stUl ta the 

cryBtalHzation stage. 

Action on the project is COr^ 
reatly waiting on an operation 
agreement between the proposed 
builder, an anonymous alnmnus, 

and a national motel chain, 

PLANH TO inclu<le the center 
as part of the development ot the 
University have been in the wind 
for at least the last five years. 

A 1962 Confet^nce Center 
Report prepared by the Union 
director's staff end the Union 
Governing Board la cooperation 
with the Department of Continu- 
ing Education included a list ot 
recommended taellltiea tor sneb 
a center. 

It included: 100 guest rooms, 
a conference hall with a eapao^ 
ity of 400 to 600 people, ap- 
proximately 10 meeting rooms, 
lobby aad regtstnttoa area, 
seated-service dining room, an 
exhibits area, offices for the 
alumni association, salM counter 
and services area . 

THE OBNTBB Is to be batlt 
on land directly south of the 
tennis courts on AndOTSoa ' Av- 
enue. This tneludea the vacant 
lot on the comer ot AndonKHi 
aad 17th and two owner-oecn- 
pled lots directly east. 

Although the land Is now 
owned by private individuals, 
the Endowment Association 
holds options that would allow 
it to pnr^aae tke lota whoa 
and If a eentiaet to baUd to 
signed.

being made, we are busy work- 
ing out problems that we do not

At the end of a specified num- 
ber of years, to be stated in the 
contract, the entire facillUes 
would be turned over to the En- 
dowment Association to operate 
as aa Inoome-produclng agent for 
the University. 

Heywood emphairfsed that the 
Association's only Investment at 
the present time is In the land 
on which the complex would be 
built. 

THB OjeirnsB 'would have 

two major benefits, according to 
Steve Abrens, assistant to the 
director; It would raise revenae 
for the university and provide 
a much-needed facility tor Unl- 
verHity meetings aad coavea- 

tionH, 

He added that if and when a 
contract is signed, the proposed 
multiple-story structure should 
go up rather quickly if eonstmc 
tlon conditiono are good. 

According to the 1982 Confer- 
ence Center Report, a aufv«|^ 
conducted in April 1962 revealed 
that approximately 16,000 peo- 
plm attMMllng inferences or 
meetings on the K-SUte ea«»«t 
stay overnight. 

AT THIS rate in the 12 month 
period they would re«olre ap- 
proximately 7S rooaa a day. 



The survey estimated that the 
number of conferences would 
double It taellltles were avail- 
able. 

The report stated that other 
uaiversitles with 
oeatera have experieaeed a 
ference growth of from three to 

four times when enlarged facili- 
ties and expanded programs 
were provided. 

AHREN8 stated that there is 
even a posaibllity for starting a 
hotel management curriculum 
here in coninnetlon with tha 
motel-conference center. 

The 1962 report, which Key- 
wood called one ot the best ever 
done by a student group oa 
campus, included a discussion 
of the need tor a conference 
center, a list ot the taellltles 
needed, a written program for 
the facilities, a rough plan ubow- 
tng the suggested location of 
facilities, and a tentative budget. 

AT THAT time It was the 
consensus of a comiiiiU«'R lu- 
vestigatlog the matter, the De- 
partment of Oontlnntng Bduea- 
tion, and the Union, that the lo- 
cation of the center should he 
in conjunction with the K-8tate 
Union, and that it should be 
financed from sources other than 
student fees.

flA nport said rtadeat rep- 
resentatives on the Union Oov- 
emlng Bosrd thought since a 
conference Center would pri- 
marily benefit non'Stndent 
grottfa. the money for fiaaaelai 
it dhaald be derived from soarcea 
otiMf tlwn student teee a»ier- 
ttooai t^ the Ualoa.

17 STUX was showing at nm^m 

houses throughout the country on January 
27, 1943, when it was announced that 
Roosevelt and Churchill had met at Casa- 
blanca to polt the course of the war. "Was 
there ever a picture more timely?" adver- 
ttasmeats Bci»amed — somewhat mldea^- 
ingly since the film dealt not with free 
Casablanca but the occupied center of fSk- 
trigue that had already entered history. 

But timely movies had died before the 
headlines that focused interest upon them. 
Despite lukewarm eu-ly reviews, "Casa- 
blanoa" went on lo wlh the Aoademy Award 
and beeomie one of the most fondly remem- 
bered pictures of the war years. Why? 

OF rOURSE it had Bogart and Berg- 
man, both now enjoying revivals; but the 
real secret was the melodrama's blend — for

WEI»!<iESl)AY an incident occured wliich seemed 
minor at the time — as well as a bit humorous but will 
serve to iUuBtrnte this point. 

Jiyr. Charieft jfiilk met with Dr. Albert Pugsley abotit 
a half hour b^raf the eontocation Wednesday. In the 
course of their conversation, a Collegian photographer 
arrived to take Malik's picture. 

MALIK, Pugsley, photographer and a Collegian staff 
member, went into President James A. McCain's office 
to chat and to take the picture. 

Dr. Malik proceeded to admlfe fkt^ tigw rm which 
adorns the major part of MoO|in'i office floor and then 
seated himself in a corner, easy chair. At the time, he 
was talking of the office's decor and passing oommenta 
to Pugsley. 

The photographer seemed befuddled as to how to ap- 
proach the man ik^ his camera. Bfalik caught the pho- 
toirfapher oft gitard and asked htm, in effect, to quit 
messing around and get his picture taken. 

THE FHaTOOBAPHXB asked the two men to stand 
and shake hands. "I will not do it. You may take 200 
pictures of me but I refuse to pose for one. Sveryone wiU 
know that you asked ua to pose." 

His refusal seemed ratlier ridiculous at the time, but 
in the long run — ^the man must be admired for his frank- 
Bd» in. stating his opinion.. . 

Too many persons at this University are "condemned** 
socially for speaking out with their ideas. Be they origi- 
nal or not, a ^rson'a ideas rightfully cannot be con- 
demned. ^ 

MAiilK could not be criticized for speaking out 
against the photograp|ier. 

Aside from the fact tlmt a man of his stature prob- 
ably has experienced tom^ nkfaimibit results from 
photographers, who hound him, the man must be admired 
for speaking his mtnd. Moreover, Malik was voicing an 
honeBt opinion in front of persons he had met only five 
minutes earlier. 

This forthrightness is a Quality rarely found in per- 
sons. Through classes, exams and domineering inatruo- 
tors, perhaps the student — and Univeralty personnel — are 
being silenced when they should proclaim what they feel 
to be a truism.

The tiny corkscrews, once 
thought to be dying a rapid 
death, are very mneli alhra and 
wiggling. 

Venereal disease esses have 
been increasing since 1S6T and 
today continue to rise, the U.S. 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfara reported re- 
cently. 

However, according to Dr. H. 
P. JQbelt, director of 'Staaent 
Healtll, very few cases of vener- 
eal diseases are diagnosed here. 

Dr. JTnbelt specnlates stm- 
dents who suspect themsolTOI of 
having venereal disease, often 
mistakenly assume that doctora 
at Student Health report snch 
cases to the admltiistratlon. 

"In fear of having their Mse 
put on admlslstratiTe record* 
students go elsewhere." he said. 

State law requires that all 
diagnosed cases of venereal dis- 
ease be reported to state and 
local health officials, Jubelt said. 

Cases also must be entered 
on the student's medical record ; 
however these files never leave 
the Student Health building, 
e««ff«ftMr the, student gitednatei. 
aoeording to Jubelt. 

"No one has access to these 
ffles without written permission 
of the student," Jubelt said. 

Dr. Jubelt attributed the In- 
crmse of venereal disease to Ittx 
MHitroIs and more frequent ez- 
tnunarltal sex relations. 

According to Jubelt, the in- 
crease is especially high at the 
teenage level. He attributed

IN ITS 40TH YEAR-Memorial Stadium, home of the football Wildcats, is in its 40th year. 
Built in memory of the University's World War I dead, it was begun in 1922 and constructed 
section by section. In 1918) school officials expressed wishes to construct a monument for 
K-^ate's war dead and decided to combine the memorial with the need for a football sta- 
dium. In May, 1922 bids were lef for the construction. The 22,500 seat stadium Is expected 
to be filled to capacity Saturday for the 52nd renewal of the K-State Kansas rivalry. 



Heinoriat stadium will e«n- 

plete Its 4 0th year ot mm with 
this football season. 

However, the stadium is mttcb 
older than this. It began in a 
nlgbtmare during WW I on tke 
battleflelda ot Fnnee and Ger- 
many. It began with American 
soldiera, K-Staters among them. 
ftghtlnK and losing thalr lirea. 

It a1»o began as a dream. A 
dream that those K-Staters killed 
ill the wiir would not be forgot- 
ten. It stands today «i a tribute 
to those men. 

IN ]»18, .SCHOOL officials ex- 
presaod wlabea that tbo school 
construct a monument tor K- 
SUite stiidfnts who had lost their 
lives in the war. In April. 1918, 
Prwi4eiit Jardlne ap|»otatsd a 
committee of faculty moollMrs 
to choose a memorial. 

The committee decided to com- 
bine the memorial with the need 
for a football stadium, and bi 
Majr 1922, bids wiir« lot for eon- 
struction.

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Last Wednesday was a red-letter day for the 
Agricultural College, The weather was cold and 
ihrt wffre light snow flurries, hut Mpite of 
tbtS9 unfmmtMt conditions the dedication exer- 
ckn of tb§ mw Auditorium were well attended. 

The Industrialist 
December 17, 1904 

AS THE SNOW flurries flew out of the slate- 
gray Kansas sky, few foresaw darker cloudfl over 
the Auditoriuni'i Udiettoiie newnfss. 

Cloudf did come, though not for a while. 
There we^ playi, oonoertfl and convocatlonB that 
colored and gare pageantry to the rich ma- 
hogany-stained woodwork and seats and to the 
pale walls. There was a kind of beauty in its 
huge, square bulk. 

The Aiidltoriiiin stood lUone on the periphery 



of campus buildings. The trees, shrubs and ivy, 
later to become a part ot its architecture, were 
not theiPB* • 

THE COLLEGE was proud. The Auditorium's 
dedication speaker, the president of Iowa Agri- 
cultural College, said he was delighted to know 
that Kansas had so generously provided the fine 
building. Iowa had nothing so good, he said. 

Buildings, older and newer, came and went, 
were remodeled or enlarged. As tlie face of the 
College <flumged, the first splinters appeared oh 
the seats and the first coats of new Tamlsli were 
applied. 

WALLS WERE TORN out, buildings ex- 
panded and floor plans changed. Still, the seats 
in the Auditorium faced each other at right 
angles. 



Perhaps the president of Iowa Agricultural 
College had a reason. He said in the speech 
liei«lding the opening of Auditorium that Kan* 
sas State GoUege was a joodel sebool of practical 

science. 

The "model school of practical science" un- 
knowingly' set the course of the building at the 
beginning. There was. something dectdely Xm' 
practical and nnsoientlftc about a Imllding. to 
shoecase performing arts and cultural events. 

Thus, In its later years, the Auditorium has 
taken on the personality of an inyalld who. j# 
aware he is unwanted. 

AND TODAY ITS centered, circular window, 
like a Cyclopean eye, seeniiiB to stare jealoui^y at 
a growing family of Unlrersity bulldlngB that 
refuses to care for its aged patriareh.

bttore the Auditorium was erected, 
six nen liad eerved Mt preetdent ot Ktm- 

sas State Agricultural CoUeRe; the origi- 
nal six-year common-BChool curriculum 
Byetem had been replaced hy oaeti ot 
four years In most fields; 40 years of 
the school's operation was hlttory. 

Older buUdlnss surrounded the new 
Aiidltorliim in * ODmparatt^e ttti^ifi- 
cance. More fortunate than the Audi- 
torium, however, their turns would come 
and their faces would be lifted perlodl- 
eally, tbelr styles would be changed to 
meet the needs of the Instltutian. 

tJMTIL IT was raied In 1963, Farm 
Ifaehlnery hall was the oldest oampoe 
titilldlng. Now than Is no trace of the 
rectangular, Tlne-coTer«d building con- 
structed in 1873 as a barn. It stood be- 
tween Teterlaary hall and the Pliyrieai 
Belence hulldlng. 

Xn 1876, it vaa remodeled and used 
for a tlma aa an important college build- 
ing. The bnlldlng reoalfed another over- 
hauling in 1886 and subsequently was 
used as a museum. The botany and mili- 
ti^ departniMita followed. 

A second barn, erected in 1877 to re- 
place the one converted to Farm Ma- 
ehiiiirF hall, like Ita predeeenor, waa 
ri a^y raiad. 

'VBM tKBVJmtOAli Shops bulldtng la 
the oldeat building on campus and la need 
partially as it was originally Intended. 
It was called Industrial hall when It waa 
erected In 1876, and It housed wood-- 
working akopdL 

In early photographf, there were sheds 
west of the wood abop to protect horses 
and buggiao owned^ hy the faculty. Bs- 
eept for a healthy growth of vines, the 
exterior ot the building hasn't changed. 

AN mON SHOP was added to the 
woodahop at the sontheaat eomor. It 
employed modern construction for use as 
a machine shop. Blacksmlthlng equip- 
ment vaa inttaUed. Conneeted to the 
shop was an iron and brass foundry. The 
baUdinf oontabMNl tha s Bea g wr r eoulp- 



ment for basic practlcia training in me- 
ebanleal engtaieerlng. 

TBM OOIXEiOE buildings began to 

come quicker. Holtz hall, which now 
houses dean's ollloes, IS the second oldest 
eaafptaa-'bAfidfiig. ' It- waa built In IS^ 
and housed the chemistry department. 
Fire destroyed the interior of the build- 
ing in '1900 and by the time the 'Audi- 
torium was opened, chemistry hall WM 
rebuilt as a women's gymnasium. 

Originally, the two doors of the one- 
BtoiT building faced south toward Ander- 
aon hall. After the fire, these doors were 
walled shut and a door waa placed in the 
east wing, now considered to be the 
front ot the bttUdlng, 

The chemistry department moved back 
to the gymnasium in 1911 and later va- 
cated It for mathematics. tTnill 'last 
year the bulldtng waa known as Mathe- 
matics halt. 

IN 1870, Illustrations hall was built' 
for hortloQltnre and ai^Mlated subjects. 
Qrmnhouses were attached to the struc* 
tore and tool honaea weia pfovided latw.

ANDKRSON HAI4i, with its Steeple 
whldh hai beeome a symbol and land-

robes. It has. watched students volunteer

Anderson hall was named for John A. 
Anderson, second president of KSAC, 
who designed the building, and was a 
Presbyterian minister from Junction City. 

IT WAS ClAIAAD the main college 

The north wing was con- 
structed in 1879 as the practical agricul- 
ture wins; the. central portion rose In 
1882 and the south wing In 1884. Root

He didn't agree mKk his predecessor's, 
Andenon!*, idea ot strict basic trade-, 
school maxims for — irMJL.O, Mir 
Fairchild, this was a college for persons 
Who wished to be occupied in agriculture 
Ind other areas. 

It was built as Yjbrary and Agricul- 
tural Science hall., in 1894,> and namet 
l*alrchild ban ln^«02. The |«O,O0O 
structure "embodied better workmanship 
than other previously erected buildings 
on campus, " according to Willard's "His- 
tonr of Kansas State Cdiiege." 

The^ walla were thicker, the bearing 
faces of the rock dressed and the par- 
Itlons of terra eotta. Blow buralnr eoa- 
struction was thus iMTotided for the pro- 
tection of the library and the mosetms 
housed In it." • - ^ 

THE ORIGINAIi stractnre at the rear 
of the building was only ooe story high 
hut in 1903, a year after it was officially 
named Fairchild hidl,' reltaodeling work 
began. 

^ A library building was constructed in 
1927, allowing Pjiirchild to be used for 
departmental offices ^nd elasroiHBa. The 
prodigious task of removing library vol- 
umes and installing them In their jiew 
qiiarters, one of the finest featnrep of 
tilo campus in Willard's opinion, waa,ai^ 
ooBiplished in the summer of 1927. 
p^no AUOftWER remodeling job, this 
time on Fairchild 's interior, cost $24,000, 
The extensive changes and partitions 
add^ classrooms, laboratories and of- 
fices. 

Ample quarters, for that time, were 
given the departments of history and 
SOTemment. mtomology, soology and 
geology. 

Today, only the departments of en- 
tomology and soology remain In the 
building. Psychology laboratorlet and 
workshops occupy part of the basement 
along with a special line of chickens bred 
tor their aggreaslTeneas. 

KX:DZTE hall was the first building 
ia,the United States to be erected for the 
tixeltiaive' teaehlog of domeetle science 
and art. It was built in 1898 and, with 
the present addition, is now U0ed for 
journalism and printing.

science for women. He was often con- 
sidered an extremist and* like every ad- 
TMata of a new movement, he aroaead 
aiwaaltion from admeataa of «M mimm- 
tlonal methods. 

In defense ot his stand, Anderson said: 
"Kansas has no rrason to be ashaaed 
of the fact that Its agricultural college 
is the first institution in the United 
States to attempt the teaching of knowl- 
edaathat wHI be dlraetly vataabla to tiM 
Kansas women." 

Holton hall, now used by the Depart- 
■inen of EMa<»tlon, was ereeted tor the 
farm department .in 1900. After the de- 
^artmenia^ Of agijtcultnre moved^ to Wa^ 
weH halirtUa baildlBg was oeeapted by 
the education departoient. 

The Dairy barn was erected in IftAO 
and was rased 33 years later. 

TpB GRSAVBBT loss in the history 

of K-State occurred the night of Aug. 
8, 1934, when Denison hall, then a phys- 
i4» thA. el^emistry building, was de- 
stroyed by tire. 

When the blaze was discovered about 
10:^0 p.m., the fire had gained such 
headwi^ fireman were forced to direct 
most ot their efforts to savtiit adjiMont 
buildings. 

Anderson hall and the education bulld- 
lug were tiireateUed tor a time, and only 
the lack of high wind prevented the fire 
from spreading. The College hospitol 
roof, Ignited by flying cinders, were 
extangttlshed quickly. 

The cause of the fire remains un- 
known. However, It seemed to have origl- 
Bi^ed In the central tower o< Denieon. 
It probably swept rapidly up the wooden 
stairs and the central halls before being 
diaeorered. 

HO MAJOB exploi^ns occurred be- 
cause the chemicals were stored in small 
quantities.' The blaze was visible more 
than- 20 mUes away. Its ruins smonldered 
several days. 

It was, constructed in 1902 at a cost 
of. $70, 000. The building with the lab- 
oratory equipment ot the chemistry and 
physics departments was valued at f lit.- 
000. But the greatest losses in the tire 
were the private research reeorda and 
libraries ot taeulty members. 

.%COOBI>ING to Dr. H. H. King, head 
of the chemistry department at the time, 
there wasn't oaa faeolty member who 
didn't suffer a loaa of flOO or more. 

Dr. King lost records of an experiment 
he had been working on five years. D^ta 



eoUeeted six years by a chemistry stu- 
daal for' her doetmr'a dapaa waa da- 
Mnqrftd. 

The department of physics lost liter- 
ally everything except equipment la use 
^rtaawhasw on' campus. One profOiior 
laat hia raeulU of tS years' research on 
advaaead mathemalleal and phyalm la- 
Btmmento. 

J. 0. Hamilton, hMd of the physics de- 
partment, lost his manuscript for a text 
in household physics. Weather records 
k<pt since tSBS Were destroyed. 

TBMPOR.tnV provisions for the chem- 
istry classes and physics classes were 
made In Waters ball. Chemistry lectures 
were presented in the lecture room on 
the second floor of Waters ball; physics 
classes were moved to iu basement. 

LAST, and now leas|, the Aadl^am 
came into being in 1904. It stood once 
as the most southern building on cam- 
pus. In a position to waldi other build- 
ings come ahd go. The eoUege spread 
around it. 

The Kansas Legislature appropriated 
140.000 for the construction of the 
building and it stands today as it was 
bunt.

These two questions are present on the Kan* 
sas ballot as proposals for iwtniidiag the, state 
constitution. 

Tax mi UouHehold Ooods 
Among supporters of tkls amendment are the 
Kansas Citixens CommiBslon on Aaaessment 
ESqualisation. the ILansas Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Kansas League of Women Vdters. 
Ail have made a study of taxation in Kansas. 

They give the following reasons for their 
stand: 

1) Baputy atiASSors Inevitably carry on a 
saeseing game as to the value of itemp juii differ 
widely in their w^paataals. 

2) The cost of af^sessing and administering 
this tax is too higli in relation to the revenue col- 
lected for the state. 

3) The boaest cltisen Is penalized and the 
ohiseler is rewarded. 

Those, who opfiose the amendnMiit aagr: 
1) New aoaroea of revenue then would be 
needed. 

• 2) Since the proposal is to have no tax at all 
on household goods and personal effects, naturally 
the $200 exemptloii^now given in the Constitution 
would be 4iopf«d.

"Practically no sheriff has the qualificationa 
he needs when he assumes office."

These who want the two-year limit eon- 
tinued argue it reduces the danger of keeping in- 
efficient sheriffs in office, prevents the perpetua- 
tion of policies and practices not tn the public in- 
terest and liteeps the offioe more responsive to the

moms THAN half the volun- 
ttera now serving In the Peace 

Corps have a liberal arts back- 
ground. Liberal arts volun> 
teers are not only teaching In 
anch fields as mathematics, sci- 
ence and English, but also are 
teacht'rB of art and muBlc. 

The Peace Corps arrived In 
Sierre Leone In March, 1981. 
At the present, there are 140 
volunteers in Sierre Leone, of 
Which ISO are secondary school 
teaebers. 

**ONB OAX'T measure the 
Peace Corps' snccees In Sierre 
Leone by the response of the 
people there — everyone la hos- 
pitable and friendly," Sehwarta 
•aid. 

He explained that a major 
concern of volunteers iti Sierra 
Leone was "how to adapt the 
process of .hnllding things to 
tit into the cycle of villam^ life" 

HCHWABIfZ found no particu- 
lar dlfflealftes adjusting to Si- 
erre Leone's tropical rainforest 
climate, with un annual rainfall 
of more than 80 laches, since he 
underwent previous training in 
the similar climate of Puerto 
Rico. 

"One gets used to the heat 
and hnmldlty." he said, "al- 
though It luu an exhausting 
effect after a period of time." 

Daring the week,* ficfewartt 
and other volunteers slept in 
conical huts made of mud and 
water, with either a tin or 
thatch roof. On weekends, toI- 
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unteers congregated at one of 
the corps' district headquarters, 
Schwartz said. 

**1P WK woum have eaten 
only what the people of Sierre 
Leone ate, onr health wonld 
have tended to deteriorate. Their 
food doesn't contain enough pro- 
tein," Sehwartt said. 

He laughed. "We usually 
took along a couple of cans ol 
■tew." 

"The main food staple of the 
people Is rice, with a very pow- 
erful amount of hot pepper," 
Schwartz said. "I can't eat rice 
in the states anymore, because 
it doesn't have that added flav- 
or," 

OTHKR Ii^n In the people's 
diet Included dried fish, pota- 
toes and peanuts, "Some of the 
dishes war* very delfeitfds," 
Schwartz said. 

At the training center, 
Schwartz was tasght one of the 
13 tribal languages in Sierre 
Leone. However, Schwartz 
said, "We kept moving around 
in different ^reas and finally de- 
veloped an aeenmnlatlve lan- 
guage called Krlo, a derivative 
of the English language." 

The Bnsllah language la -the 
oftieial laugnage of the coui^ry.

Tlie dairy, proeettlns plant takes pride 
in being the most modem of its type for 

instructional purposes. In moving from 
Waters to Call Hall last January, tlie dairy 
plant newly installed ttiree-fourtlis of its 
equipment with pusb-lDutton automation to 
speed up manutacturing. 

Milk is dellTered daily to the plant 
from the University dairy barns. After 
storage, it is pumped from a Bcparator Into 
a pasteurization dunnber. Tlie milk under- 
goes vacuum removal of off-flavors and 
homogenisation under 1,700 pounds pres- 
sure beiore It is oooled for storage and 
bottling. 

Eighty per cont of the processed milk is 
sold for dispenser use while twenty per cent 
is bottled. 

Ice cream, cheeses, butter, whipping 
cream and condensed milk are only a few 
of the many by-products. The dairy plant 
uses much resean h in developing varia- 
tions and novcltieB for retail sale and dis- 
tribution to campus departments. 

The dorms, Student Health Center, and 
the Union are regular buyers of the pro- 
duced dairy products. Another outlet, the 
Dairy Bar, Is located In Call Bidl toA lerm 
OT«r. 100 OMitomers daily.

Dr. Horst Lelpold, a vetwtnary 
clinician from Justua Liebls Uni- 
versity In Oleasen, Germany, 
and Dr. Keith Huston, a K-State 
professor of dairy aclence, have 
joined forces on Um campoa In 
research la diagnoofng smotle 
disease. 

The two sclentlata kare a 

herd ot abnormal cattle main- 
tained at the University for their 
genetic experiments and always 
are on the lookout for other 
"freiki." Among the cattle are 
parrot - mouthed, m«lf footed, 
tailless and dwarf animals. 

In ferreting out the nature 
and causes of undesirable fac- 
tors In cattle, Huston says they 
are able to serve eattle breeden 

and in turn the breeders per- 
form an essential Job by keep- 
ing Information on any mal- 
formed or defeetlTO oattlo tkw 
discover. 



If, in their research, they find 
an abnormality that is heredi- 
tary add not a disease or a nu^ 
tritional deficiency. Huston's 
terest quickens. It it is pathOr 
logical, Lelp^ kMomui mom 
involved. 

Lelpold and Huston are among 
only a handful of acientists In 
the United SUtes working spe- 
cifically with genetic pathology 
In eaitle.-

A senior key proposal was 
unanimonely rejected Thursday 
by Faculty Cennell on Student 

Affairs. 

Two Associated Women Stu- 
dents (AW8) rules were ap- 
proved and two rules were re» 
jected by the Council. 

The two bills passed by the 
Council Include semeater spe- 
cials for women who have 
reached sophomore standing and 
extended week-night hours. 

THK FIHST bill passed allows 
that womon students who have 
reached sophomore standing be 
permitted four semester specials 
during the semester, except 
those on scholastic probation 
who may kaye only two. 

The second bill passed states 
that when a University-approved 
week-night event is not over 
until less than SO minutes be- 
fore closing hours, closing hours 
are to be extended 80 minutes 
beyond the close of the event. 

OOUNCnL members felt the 
senior key proposal would not 
taclliute the alms of the Unl* 
verslty, wonid Miss the cost of 
Insurnnce on houses and in- 
crease the possibility of theft.

Populatidn has grown much 
faster than the National debt, ao 

that the actual dollar d<At on 
per capita basis has taUeni In 
1945. it was about |1,986 pbr 
person (|278 billion divided by 
140 million). Today it is about 
11,633 per person (1312 hllUon 
divided by 191 million). 

IN 1045, Disposable Income 
per capita — income' after all 
taxea are paid — was $1,850, ad- 
justed for inflation and stated 
In 19^4 dollars. Today per 
capita Disposable In^me la 
|t,2S0, having ris«n in "real" 
terms by 22 per cent while the 
per f^apita debt has fallen by 17 
per cent and hartng b«en' ad- 
justed for Inflation. 

IE we must compare tlie Na- 
tional Debt to a personal situa- 
tion, let us think of the U.S. 
government of 1950 as a man 
with a $10,000 annual Income 
and a 110.000 mortgage on his 
home — becanse In that year Na- 
tional Income and \he National 
debt were equal. The U.S. gov- 
ern tnettt In 19C4 can be likened 
to a man with a $20,000 income 
and a $12,000 mortgage. Who 
is better off, the man reproaaUt- 
Ing USA I960 or tk* 
Banting USA 1984?

It would, 
indeed ha a great burden on onr 
tto^ohoiny If wb had to ship goods 
anil services abroad to pay in- 
terest, and possibly some prin- 
cipal on our National Debt. 

Ifovereir, ave* ''though thate 
dollars are paid to cltizenfyp| , 
the United States, taxes mustoe 
collected to pay them. In some, 
not all cases, the same people 
receive the same dollars in In-* 
terest as they pay in taxea, but 
aby tax has some disadvanta- 
geous impact on the incentive^ 
to work. Invest and produce, 
and herein lies the true burden 
of the National Debt. But, in- 
terest payments today are less 
than 1.8 per cent of ONP. while 
in mid-1948 Interest payments 
of $5 billion amoimted to 2.1 
per cent of GNP. 

THK DEBT certainly Is less 
of a burden tiulay than in 194") 
or 1961, because although it has 
risen In dollars. ONP haa risen 
faster. 

We must aee that this trend 
eontinvM. Then, the debt vill 
decrease as a burden as it has 
been doing steadily tor 18 years. 
If small deffeita eanie the debt 
to rise, but are accompanied by 
larger per cent increases in 
GXP. the resulting increase In 
the dollar debt sfaoubl. be no 
barrier to the nse ^ '^'^tfCS 
when they are nmMjC { 

Will we ever pay 'of f our Na- 
tional Hebt? Only time will tell, 
but probably not entirely. Un- 
less strong iMriods of demand- 
iwll iiifMtlmi ar* faeed the 
omy will not be able to 
very large surpluses.

Bob Mellchar,, BPM Jr, Sig- 
ma Nu president, said the ap- 
plication would be completed 
and sent back to the fraternity*! 
national offices immediately. 

Tbe application was received 
by SiRma Nu after a letter pro- 
testing the discriminatory clause 
was sent to the national head- 
quarters of the fraternity by 
President James A. McCain and 
Chancellor W. Clarke Wescoe of 
the University of Kansas. 

THK LE'ITKR requested the 
waiver be granted "as promptly 
as possible, certainly within this 
academic year, such that Sigma 
Nu fraternity ' may continue Its 
participation In our university 
commnnltleK*' 

Tbe letter said constitutional 
reetrietions to membership baaed 
on race or natlomil origin '**are 
■patently out of place on, or as- 
sociated with, university cam- 
pnsee.. TRer^ are •only a few 
fraternal organltations that still 
retain such clauses, and yours 
is one of thMo." 

MBUCRAB said the national 
doi^s not grant a waiver of the 
clai^se unless pressure from the 
unlvMalty or local law threat- 
eM 1^"^ future existence of a 
local chapter. 

Dr. Baiph Prusok, adviser to 
fraternities said: "Sigma No 
takes a unique stand on thin. 
It does not feel it should yield 
to pressure, which would make 
the fraternity hypocritical about 
tbe bwue. And it doesn't want 
to aHenate Soatkeni ehapteim.*!

Goodman said, "The U. S. Is participat- 
ing in the 'Kennedy Round' and has pro- 
posed that a Commodity Agreement by out- 
side grain exporting countries.'* The Com- 
mon Market hfts said that it cannot ne- 
gotiate Anything concerning grains under 
tJATT until EEC has settled what Its com- 
mon harmonized grain prices will be for 
the community as a whole, Goodman added. 

FRENCH SPOKESMAN have stated 
that, in any case, guaranteed import quotas 
of grain from outside the EEC are unac- 
ceptable as a guarantee of aicce^ to th« 
market for the U. S. and other esrportlng 
countries, Goodman reminded. 

"Because of the secretive handling of 
both GATT and bilateral negotiations be- 
tween the U. S. and the EEC on the prob- 
lem of grains, and judging from the ceC 
fllcting news reports that have been ap- 
pealing In the press the last 30 days," 
Cfoodman continues, **the situation of grains 
in the 'Kennedy Round* is to date mo«t 
ottclaar and untosy."

Serving alcoholic beverages at 
a student social function Is a 
violation of University and tFO 
reflation's. 

XFG aeknoiriedged a Pike 
statoment that the Infringement 
of the drinking rule was to a 
large extent caused by alumni 
and Invited gnests. Howave^ IFO 
ruled that the active chapter 
must assume responsibility lor

Fraternity Discrimination Legal? 



Dlscrlminatioii aooording to noe, re- 
ligion and color in selection of fraternity 

and sorority members has been a contro- 
vervsial maue almost since tjhe institution 
of such fraternal groups. 

CRITICS' charges that fraternities and 
sororities are discriminatory groups are 
most oertftlnly true. 

Hoiv«v«ir to si^ tliat Hiis iSiscrtminatioii 
i8 based on race, religion and color traits 
alone is not true. 

Membership selection in these groups is 
miK'h like tho inrlivirtual's selection of his 
own personal friends. The fraternity or 
sorority acting as a group selects tltose per- 
sons with whom they wish to ihare their 
fraternal bond. 

MOST FttATEHMTIES and sororities 
aie free to choose their members from 
among any of their college associates. 

Recent investigations proved that only 
seven national fraternities, out df more 
than 60. had restrictions agitnst the Initia- 
tion of members on the HiMrt*. ot race, re- 
ligion or color. 

The majority of the seven fraternities 
stood ready to give local chapters autonomy 
in the selection of their memberslUp candle 
dates. 

Critics who bate ciiril right Tlolation 
c'1iarM;cs against sororities or fraternities 

w liich have race, religion or color discrimi- 
nation charges within their national char- 
ters may be justified in so doing, 

MUCH CLAl'SKH interfere with the pres- 
ent di6ml)6rs' right to sielect their frater- 
nal, assoetates. 



However* to temove-such a dause is 
more often than not a technicality which 
will do little, if anything at all, to change 
the current practices of the group. With 
or without such a clause fraternities and 
sororities will oontiinn to ^erciee their 
personal desire in selection of members. 

These groups* right to freedom of pri- 
vacy of choice of members is guaranteed by 
the Civil Rights law. 

In Title V of the new law a paragraph 
i^tes: 

**NOTttIirGt in this, or any other act 
shall be construed as authorizing the Civil 
Rights Commission, its advisory commit- 
tees, or any person under its supervision or 
control, to inquire into or investigate . any 
membendi^ praiOtices or isteflMil opera- 
tions of my frafeMiMl orputtMtfOao* any 
college or university fraternity or M>rority, 
any private dub or any reUgfoiis Otfaalaa- 
tion." 

BUT WHO is to say or know why a per- 
son Is accepted or rafeotod in a fraternity 
or ■orority. Because memberslilp selection 

involves personal choices, only tite ^litvid- 
uals involved wlU louiw their own personal 

feelings. 

Discriminatory clauses in fraternity or 
sorority constitutions should be removed 
because they curtail the freedom of ch6tce 
for the members involved. 

However a move is made to ask one 
fraternity to remove such a clause, then 
similar requests and pressures should be 
brought on all fraternities and sororiti^ 
whieh may have such clauses in their con- 
■tltittions.—

A more modem example of the acci- 
dental-incidental concept can be found In 
a new^sletter put out this week by Rep, 
Frank Thompson Jr., D-N.J. 

THOMPSON sets forth the thesis that 
the nomination of this year's presidential 
candidates came about because of a home- 
made ballot oast 121 years ago by an Indi- 
ana farm hand named Henry Shoei^ker. 

"In 1843, Mr. Shoemakier's home-made 
ballot was ruled valid by election officials," 
Thompson wrote. "It broke a tie and 
elected one Madison Marsh to the Indiana 
state legislature. 

THOSE DATS, United States sena- 
tors were elected by the respective state 
legislatures. That year, the Indiana legis- 
lature deadlocked the five ballots in try- 
ing to elect a United States senator. 

"Delegate Marsh, who had been elected 
by a margin of one vote, switched on the 
sixth ballot, broke the tie and thus elected 
Bdward Hannegan to the U.S. Senate. 

**TWO YEARS LATER, Congress voted 
on the admittance of Texas to the union. 
The House was for it, but the Senate dead- 
locked 26 to 26. Senator Hannegan 
switched his vote, broke the tie and Texas 
became a state." 

In 1846, Thompson continued, the Sen- 
ate deadlocked again, this time over de- 
claring war on Mexico. Once again Han- 
" negan cast the deciding vote. And from 
that war the United States acquired the 
territory from which came the state of 
Arizona. - 

HAD IT NOT REEK for Shoemaker's 
vote, which sent Marsh to the Indiana 
legislature, Marsh could not have voted for 
Hannegan, and Hannegan could not have 
cast the votes that led to Texas and Arizona 
joiiiittg the untoa. ,■ 

And If those two states had not joined 
the union, Ljmdoa Johnson and Barry Gold- 
water could not have been nominated fo^r 
the presidency this year.

The 
Knssians had been training Cu> 
tM crews to operate the mis- 
illes for abovt a year. There 
liad been aperulation the trans- 
fer of coDtrol would take place 
last May, but It WM alppan^tlr 
delayed. 

The State Department said 
Monday that Castro's claim of 
control was "consistent with our 
Information." It also said tins- 
sia's military force in Cuba, 
once 22,000 or more men, liad 
^been redneed dnring the p«rt 
Wo years to "a few thousand" 
advisers and . technicians scat- 
tered about the island. 

OF MORE interest to U.S. 
officials was Castro's disclosure 
that in assuming control of tlie 
SA2's he had made an agree- 
ment with Russia on thier use. 
On Oct. 27, 1962, an American 
U2 reconnaissance plane was 
iMt on a mission over Cuba, pre- 
sumably shot down by a surface- 
to-air missile fired by a Soviet 



The incident happened at the 
Mcbt of the 19 S2 missile 
<Mite. It is the only instance In 
which one of Russia's antiair- 
craft missiles, known as SA2'b 
^Q^AMS, statfoaed In Cuba bM 
been fired at a U.S. plane. 

CASTRO SPOKE of an "ar- 
Itftngement" under which be 
would not "unilaterally" use the 
SAMS against U2 planes. This 
oould be read as a pledge not 
to ttn them without prior con- 
■nltatlon wltb the Russians. 

"The eommftment we assumed 



was that all legal means to put 
an end to U2 flights should Hrat 
be exhausted; but th\» is not a 
commitment tor an indefinite 
period." Caatro added. 

tr.S. otnoials had assumed it 
would be In Russia's interest to 
obtain sueh an agreement be- 
cause it &AtL shot down a US, 
the United States could be cal- 
culated to respond with stronc 
measures such as bombing the 
missile site involved. 

RUSSIA HAS an implicit com- 
mitment to defend Cuba. And 
the Cubans, if they were trigger 
happy, could draw, the Russians 
into a eriili with the UnitAd 
States.' 

The State Department made 
elear that JJ,p, reconnaissance 
flights over C«ba would continue 
as neeeasary to make sure that 

offensive missiles are aol rettt* 
forced on the island.

MDTNEAPOUS, Minn. — A 
team of University of Minnesota 
surgeons has developed a new 
system of liver transplant which 
it believes may save many lives 
in the future. 

Dr. Karel Absolon said the 
new surgery — grafting a new 
"«ttf,** liver into ft person while 
leaving the patient's own llver 
in place — should have "tre- 
mendous applleahnity" in liver 
ailment cases. 

The assistant surgery profes- 
sor, who headed the team, an- 
nounced late Monday the new 
opnation was performed on a 
dying 13-months-old boy last 
Tuesday. So tar the child is re- 
cuperating in "satisfactory eon- 
dltion." 

IT WAS THE first live trans- 
plant performed at the univer- 
sity, the first transplant of Its 
kind anywhere and the first 
time a child has come out of a 
liver graft operation alive^

PATROLMAX Ralph Ippert, 
assigned to the Investigation by 
the Manhattan police depart- 
ment, said the statements and 
the results of his Investigation 
would be submitted to Brtrett 
within two days.

THE IMPLK^ATIONS of his remarks 
for education are staggering.

The failure of much American school- 
ing to become education is the result of its 
timorously concentrating on "selves" and 
avoiding "persons."

"l)ersons" must he recognized, has degen-' 
eiated in the hands of poltrot)ns into a 
soggy, uncritical preoccupation with 
"selves" in reaction against the sadistic 
Spartanlsm of earlier American education J 

mn SUSPBISIffiGIiT, the better a 
school the more it attempts to grapple with 
the complex interrelations of "self" and 
"person"; the more mediocre, the more It 
focuses on baneful efforts to make artificiaL . 
distinctions. • . 

Dr. Vivas left it to us to discover by ap- 
plying his observations locally that K-State 
4oesa*t sise^ ''«i|iieatiottal" experience. 
(Generally the studehte here aire most guilty 
of resisting any real education by obscur- 
ing their "persons" and offering only their 
"selves" to be manipulated into technically 
profitable forms. " • ' 

THE HA>'1>S of faculty and administra- 
tion are, however, far from clean. 

One small evidence of the unhealthy 
local attitude: in neither catalog nor line 
schedule are the instructors of even ad- 
vanced and specialized courses named — • 
and no one protests! Yet "persons" can 
be educated only by those recognized as^ 
"persons." i 

I*ET'S HOPE that the turnout tor I>r. 
Vivamt^u leolare sets a precedent; but let's 
hope, too, that iroeh attendance does not be- 
come purely ritnalifltic and tiuit whe 
speakers* remarks a^ly to us, we remem^ 
ber them.

"One aspect of each program 
is to train 'participants' in areas 
and under circumstances not 
offered in their countries,"

in specialized areas. In order to 
Uttprova thair educational sys- 
tems, they must send stadenta 
to study abroad." 

Harbison said, "My argnmeat 

is simply that we should assess 
the situation in each country, de- 
termine priority needs and build 
a strategy for aid which is con- 
sistent with each country's pro- 
gram for national development."

The Burma-Shave roadside sign is on its last mile, reports 
an article in Advertising Age. The early adveristing vintage jingle 
which has rotated heads since 1926 recently was introduced into 
Ole arefifrii of the Smfi&soBtaii Iiwtttiite. 

HIHTORIAN who consult the archives will read this set of 
signs: Within this vail/ Of toil and sin/ Your bead grows 
bald/ But not your chin. Burma-Shave. 

Pbaslag out of the signs this f^l is part of the advertising 
strategy of Phillip Morris who bought Burma-Shave in 1963. From 
a peak of 7,000 locations shortly after World War II, there now 
are about 400 to 600 aets of elans still standing. 

VIHTI ALIA* ALIj will vanish by the end of this year. 

The development of new interstate highways has decreased 
the effectiveness of the signs, said the article. Burma-Shave has 
switched to the mass media relying on TV and newspaper spots. 

THK BCRMA-.SHAVK success atory is built around Clinton 
Odell and his two sons. Odell was an insurance agent in Mionea- 
polto in the early 1920's. 

He began to experiment with a brusbl^ shaving cream, and 
when he and his two salesmen sons were rMdy for thfir first ad« 
vertising test they merely purchaaed wom^ aeeond-lwnd boards and 
composed their first |ln«le, "C^ieer up/ V%ee/ The war/ Is 
over/ Burma-Shave. 

IT ALIi BJ!:UAN with 13 sets of signs erected on the roads ^ 
outside of Minneapolis. The Odells arranged the le«aes, erected 
the signs and stoeled the »agstor^. Passing motorists did the 
rest. 

The Burma-Shave displays are six 18x40 inch signs, 100 feet 
apart and readable from a car traveling 60 miles per hour, relates 
the article. At its postwar peak Burma-Shave had locations in 
every state except New Mexico, where they were illegal, and in ■ 
Massachusetts, where riiadaide at^ were snbjet to a prohtbttlve 
tax. 

Here are some of those classic Jingles: He played a sax/ Had 
no B.O./ But his whiskers scratched/ So sUe let him go. Some 
contributed to highway safety: Don't pass/ On hUls/ At 80 per/ 
We hate/ to lose/ A customer.

LB J Seeks Repeal of Tax 



JOHXHOX CITY, Tex.— Presi- 
dent Johnson plans to ask Con- 
gress next year to repeal the 10 
per cent federal excise taxes on 
toilet article! an$ cosmetics, 
Jewelry, fnra, Insiage and hand- 
bags. 

Treasury Secretary Douglas 
Dillon announced the deeMQa 
Wednesday after talks with 
Johnson. The taxes concerned 
are generally niejisurcs enacted 
during World War II. 

Dillon said Johnson also would 
seek repeal or reduction of a 
"good number of other excise 
taxes ' in addition to the itraie 
he listed. 

rni^LON SAID repeal of the 
yetJul consumer taxes definitely 
vould be proposed to Congress 
bnt the exact composition of 
other cuts had not yet been de- 
termined. 

Dillon said the move wonid 
cost the government |660 mil- 
lion. He said overall cuts in 
excise taxes would not go be- 
yond $4 billion — out of a total 
of $12 billion or |13 billion 
brought in hy all- 7S categories 
of excise taxes. 

In talking about the |6S0 
million excise tax cut definitely 
arr ived at , Dillon said: 

^THBREi ARB four basic eoa- 
sumer tutes . . , levied on the 



retail value, rather thM the 
manufacturers. They consist ot 
taxes on toilet articles and cos- 
metics, on jewelry, on furs, and 
the fourth is on luggage and 
handbags — UGUea' handbags, 
which you always hear about. 
Those are the four that are in- 
volved In eonsainer items. 

"But there are a great many 
other excise taxes at the manu- 
facturers* level that also hit 
consnmers, and a good many of 
those will also he affected, such 
as tax^s on hallpoint pens and 
things of that nature that run 
across the whole gamut of 
articles, some 75 excise taxes." 

Dillon said the administra- 
tion's objective in seeking the 
repeal was only jjartly to stimu- 
late the economy. A larger rea- 
son, he said. Is that they orig- 
inally were meant to be war- 
timie anti-inflation measures, 
and are no longer needed.

next month. India and some 
U.S. European Allies have sug- 
gested that seating the Chinese 
Reds might make it easier to 
deal with. then. . 

In warning that tt«ra inlckt 
be trouble ahead with Xed 
China, Rosk said, "we've made 

it very clear that we are not 
going to pull away and leave 
Southeast Asia to be overrun 
by these people from the north." 

Rusk* said the United States 
has detected "very little Inter- 
est" by Red China in disarma- 
ment and saw no merit in Pe- 
king's proposal for a global 
snmmit meeting on abolition of 
nuclear weapons.

PETKBS said there have been 
no. dismissals by the dean of 
students in the last two years. 

Attempts have been made in 
paet yean to revise Vnlraretty 
drlntcing regulatloiM. 

"The main reason we Want a 
change Is because the present 
rule is out-dated and unreal- 
istic," Wally Kraft, president of 
Social Coordinating Conncll 
(SGC), said last spring.

Although faculty and students 
were polled last year by SCC 
for reactions to the proposed re- 
Tision or the Unlrerslty drink- 
ing policy, a formal proposed 
policy revision was never 
drafted by the council. 

Peters said he plans to bring 
before Faculty Council on Stu- 
dent Affatn the question of a 
policy revision permitting alcs^ 
hollc bereragea to be aerrdB 
at off-campus tntteOona. 

HE SAID he oion't Know if s 
more lenient drinking code 
would change the OTer-atl stu- 
dent drinking attuatlon. 

SCC members last year pointed 
out students would not be as 
hesitant about getting social 
permits for fuaettons If they 
knew alcoholic beverages would 
be allowed. 

Any proposed rule revision in- 
itial by jSICp would have to 
pass Faculty 'Couhdr "oil tftu- 
dent Affairs. Faculty Senate and 
be approved by President James 
A. McCain.
